Brown >,as suffer¬ 
ing intensely from the acid burns, 
which transformed his face and 
upper body into a mass of purjjle 
third degree bumh, and which 
swelled his eyes into white and 
staring protuberances twice their 
normal size. 

Led into the police station by 
his son, Reuben, 22, for first aid, 
Brown blindly and frantically at¬ 
tempted to wrest a gun from Fire 
Chief W. D. Richards with which 
to shoot himself, so great was 
his suffering. At the time he had 
no idea what, had happened to 
him—nor how. 

In the meantime Mrs. Brown 
was being foiled in a ^ison sui¬ 
cide try at the couple's home. 
She put a bottle oi .odlne to her 
Ups, swallowing some, but it was 
dashed to the floor by the hands 
of her two daughters. Rose, 17, 
and Mary, 20, before she emptied 
the contents.

Thirty-four more patrons regis¬ 
tered for borrower’s privileges at 
the local library during the month 
of August the monthly report re¬ 
leased by Miss Lulu Moore, li¬ 
brarian, shows. The adult circula¬ 
tion was 4,430, the juvenile 1,131, 
bringing the total month’s cir¬ 
culation up to 5,r)61, a 17 per cent 
gain over the figures for last 
year iluring August.

Adding more optimism for 
nearly 2000 avocado growers of 
this district, and throughout 
Southern California, and coming 
just before the close of the most 
successful annual signup ever 
staged. It w'as announced yester¬ 
day by James D. Hoffman, of 
Pasadena, local district leader 
here for the Calavo Growers’ As¬ 
sociation, that the average avo¬ 
cado return to the grower for 
July, and probably also for Au¬ 
gust and September, actually was 
two cents per pound higher than 
that of last year, despite the 
larger crop this season and the 
24 percent decrease in con.sunier 
buying power since a year ago. 

From about $3.2.1 per flat this 
last July, whole.sale jobbing prices 
for "calavos” have risen eight 
times in the last six weeks, to 
some $13 per flat today, or arc 
selling wholesale at about $1 per 
pound now. The rise is attribu¬ 
ted to better distribution through 
an almost 100 per cent coopera¬ 
tive market control, less fruit, 
and to the elimination of “price- 
cutting" competition lately here. 
Next season, eastern marketing 
outlets are again expected to 
bring the highest net retuins, 
with almost 60 cents per flat to 
be saved by exchange members 
by shipping in carlot only to 
New York and other distant out¬ 
lets. Sales efforts, then, besiiles 
being rigidly restricted to pro¬ 
mote cooperative-handled fruit, 
will be concentrated on building 
"price" and “sales volume” pref¬ 
erence among dealers and retail¬ 
ers for association-standardized 
avocados.

The morning 
hours will be given over to a 
general sightseeing tour in the 
great agriculaural building with 
its collection of practically every 
friut and vegetable growm in the 
civilized world and the elaborate 
feature exhibits entered by the 
various counties, cities and or¬ 
ganizations. From the agricultur¬ 
al building the throngs will be di¬ 
rected to the great poultry, rab¬ 
bit and pigeon exhibits with their 
record breaking number of en¬ 
tries. A visit to the premier live¬ 
stock show with its hundreds of 
head of prize animals from all 
parts of the country will be an¬ 
other feature of the morning. 

The beautiful great steel and 
concrete grandstand will be 
thrown open at 1 o’clock and 
there will follow immediately a 
marvelous program of thrilling 
circus sets, high aerial feats, 
mirth provoking stunts, trained 
elephants, trained horses and a 
hundred and one other features. 
The racing program wall start 
promptly at 1.30 and will con¬ 
tain some of the feature races 
of the week in both the harness 
and running divisions.

One of the most interesting de¬ 
velopments of the farmers’ move¬ 
ment to avert unneces.sary ca.sh 
expenditures has been the rapid 
substitution, on many small 
farms, of mules and hor.ses for 
tractors and trucks. 

F’ormer Assemblyman Van Ber¬ 
nard of Butte City, who, during 
his legislative days was familiar¬ 
ly known as the “dirt farm legi.s- 
lator,” reports that .so many 
farmers in the Sacramento Valley 
have returned to mules and 
horses that good farm animals 
arc actually at a premium for 
the first time in recent years. 

“On the small farm, with little 
cash income," says Mr. Bernard, 
"it is still po.ssible to raise feed, 
whereas it is almost impossible to 
rai.se money for ga.soline. The 
small cash return received by the 
little farmer must be conserved 
carefully to defray taxes, intere.st, 
irrigation charges. and other 
items which inevitably demand 
cash outlay. More farmers are 
’living off the farm’ than at any 
other time in the last 20 years."
